[Text] National Assembly speaker Chong Nae-hyok said yesterday in a New Year message 
the people should exert “epochmaking efforts" this year to realize an early peaceful 
national unification, dealing effectively with threats from North Korean commnists. 


Chong said North Korea is continuously ignoring “our persistent proposals for dia- 
logue. Imstead, North Korea constantly watches for another chance to invade the 
Republic of Korea." 


Attributing the current stability and prosperity to the national solidarity, the 
speaker said the people should pool wisdom in tackling one difficulty after another. 


The nation cannot afford to slacken its vigilance for a moment considering the grow- 
ing Soviet naval presence in the Far East, the Middle East disputes, the intensifi- 
cation of U.S.-Soviet rivalry and the situations in Poland, he claimed. 


The people should make creative efforts in furthering thrift and austerity, thereby 
clearing the way for sustained economic growth amid worldwide recession, he said. 


New Year messages were also given by leaders of major political parties. 


Yi Chae-hyong, chairman of the majority Democratic Justice Party (DJP), said his 
party will strive to promote state affairs during the coming year by “listening 
more carefully to the voice of the people.” 


The DJP during the past year has devoted much attention to the construction of the 
fifth republic based on the new constitution. Yi announced that the party plans 
to continue to dedicate itself to reform projects. 


He emphasized that political parties should work together in the rew year to 
achieve greater national development. 


Yu Chi-song, president of the first minority Democratic Korea Party (DKP), called 
upon the government to do ite utmost to surmount the economic difficulties facing 
the nation and to continuously maintain a social stability. 


The DKP leader also asked the government to gradually employ measures for the further 
development of democracy in Korea. 








Yu said he felt it necessary to keep the balance in distributing political funds 
and to set up a measure to check excessive expansion of the organizations of the 
majority party. 


Rep Hwang Myong-su, the head of the parliamentary fraternity club, appeared to agree 
with Yu when he announced that “it is high time that the government strengthen the 


national unity among the people as well aa to accelerate the growth of uational 
power and continuously maintain the nation's security." 


He said that to meet these goals, authorities should lift the ban imposed on poli- 


tical outcasts and guarantee the revitalization of both the press and other political 
groups.

[Text] As of 31 December 1981, the Democratic Justice Party [DJP] had completed col- 
lecting political funds for 1981 totalling 2 billion won, the maximum amount of 
political funds that a political party can raise from its supporters for a year under 
the current law on political funds. Thus, througn its political fundraising, the 

DJP has once again demonstrated its “correctnes:." 


DJP Secretary General Kwon Chong-tal met the chairman of the DJP supporters associa- 
tion on 31 December at his office and received from him 870 million won, the last 
os the political funds the association had collected in 1981. 


At the meeting, DJP Secretary General Kwon expressed gratitude to Chairman Yi VYon- 
kyong for the DJP supporters association's efforts in collecting political funds 
for the DJP and disclosed the financially difficult situation confronting the DJP. 


To this, Chairman Yi said that his association would try its best to collect 2 bil- 
lion won in political funds next year. 


Meanwhile, it has been learned that the DJP supporters association is now studying 
a more flexible approach to collecting political funds based on its experience in 
political fund raising activities in 1961. 


According to this approach, members of the DJP supporters association are required 
to increase their donations. 


According to a source, the donation from each individual members of the DJP supporters 
association will be changed from the present minimum of 50,000 won and maximum of 

1 million won to a 50,000 won minimum and a 2 million won maximum. The donation 

from each corporation member of the association will increase from the present 

3 million won to a 2 million won miniesu and a 5 million won maxiaw. 


The current law on political funds stipulates that an individual member of a poli- 


tical party supporters association can donate as much as 50 million won and a 
corporation member of a political party supporter association can donate 100 ail- 
lion won annually.

[Text] The beginning of each year puts us on trial just as each year-end passes 
judgment on our performance. The new year will also have many challenges in store-— 
some of them for us, some for others, and still some 

our achievements of the past yeer are any guide, we may 
and confidence, to a moderate degree. SBesides, we have no 
saying that a hopeful man sees sunshine where others see shadows and storms.

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The social stability restored under the new constitutional institutions of the fifth 
republic and the basis of reforms laid down in the past year will fuel our determina- 
tion in carrying forward the vehcile of national development. The cleanup drive 
launched by the government and various public organizations must be brought to 
fruition through steady and vigorous enforcement in the entire fabric of the nation. 
Toward this end, a quiet yet harmonious nationwide endeavor seems to be in need. 


One of the most pressing needs in the new year, of course, is for the nation to re- 
vitalize its economy. Fortunately, the past year registered a little over seven 
percent of growth in gross national product. This record certainly cheers us after 
t!. unusual setback of the year before. What encourages us more than the percent- 

o e figure is the remarkable success in curbing the inflationary spiral. The 
actual price rise held well below the projected 25 percent level during the year 
bodes well for this year's price-stabilizing efforts. 


These achievements lend force and, for that matter, confidence to the fifth five- 
year economic and social development plan which begins this year. As the blueprint 
focuses, our future development should aim at quality instead of galloping expan- 
sion. Policies and programs must be drawn especially in this direction, now that 
public welfare emerges as a major goal to be attained during the plan period.

and stability not only on this peninsula but also in Northeast Asia as a whole. At 
the same time, the broadenin, diplomatic horizon of the republic is in need of 
further growth to include all the continents, so as to widen the avenue of coopera- 
tion with as many countries as possible, particularly those of the nonaligned world 
whose international position is gaining increasing importance. Such promotion of 
international ties is essential to strengtten the nation’s sovereignty on the one 
hand and its economic viability on the other. 


In order to make these goals a reality, the nation should work in concert by sharing 
both the benefits and difficulties of its life. Indeed, a strong resolution to bear 
one’s due share of the nation's destiny will be the chief ingredient for success in 
our striving to make the new year most fruitful.

[Text] Seoul, 4 Jan (YONHAP)—-Hew Finance Minister Na Ung-pae is expected to re- 
sign his membership of the National Assembly, which he obtained by running on «4 
proportional representative ticket in the February 1981 general elections. 


Secretary General Kwon Chong-tal of the ruling Democratic Justice Party said Monday 
that Na would tender his resignation to National Assembly Speaker Chong Naee-hyok in 
a couple of days, and that he would be succeeded in the National Assembly by the 
party's general affairs section chief Kim Yu-sang, wi. ranks third in the list of the 
party's prospective candidates for the National Assembly. 


Na will resign from the National Assembly in compliance with the national consen- 
sus that the administration should be politically neutral, but he will retain his 
party meabership. 


When the National Assembly is in recess, the speaker may accept the resignation 
tendered by a lawmaker, but his successor requires a majority approval at a general 
assembly of the central election management committee, a constitutional organ. 


Na was picked Sunday evening as new finance minister. 


Kwon also said that in the future, those who were elected into the National Assembly 
through a proportional’ representative ticket, and become cabinet members may 
either resign or retain their National Assembly membership. 


Kwon also said that his party would choose an appropriate person from among party 
members to become the secretary general to the president of the ruling party, suc- 
ceeding Yi Son-ki who was named new energy-resources minister in Sunday evening's 
large-scale cabinet shakeup.

Careful plans, aaple preparation, close cooperation among related government agen- 
cies, and accurate ex-post-facto assessment are all essential prerequisites to the 
success of the government policies when they are translated into action, Yu said. 


He then admonished his audience to base their plans and policies upon a wide national 
consensus, and said that once they have decided oc some measures and policies, the 
rationale behind these should be publicized widely to enlist the people's understand- 


ing and cooperation. 


The ceremony, held at the first conference room of the capital building, was attended 
by more than 800 government officials, of third grade and above, in Seoul.

In his inauguration speech, the banker-turned economic administrator noted the role 
of the Economic Planning Board (EPB) in setting the nation's economic course. 


"As the overall coordinator of economic policies," he said, "we in the EPB will have 
to assume the central role in pooling the people's wisdom and working out rational 
and sound policy means." 


Kim, former governor of th< Bank of Korea, has replaced Sin Pyong-hyon as deputy 
prime minister in a majo’. cabinet shakeup Sunday. The reshuffle also affected 
six other posts includijag the prime minister and four other ministers. 


Vowing that he will first “invigorate” the EPB, the newly inaugurated top economic 
policy-maker expressed the hope that this (fresh) mood will spread over into other 
government organizations. 


But in all, the nation's policy key-note which have emphasized economic stability 
for three years will not see any great change, according to Kin. 


In connection with the new economic team, the general observation here is that the 
new economic line-up, including the minister of finance, will have a hard time be- 
cause of rising expe-tations of economic stimulation programs. 


Kim said: “The economic setback which the nation experienced last year was in 
great part due to the accumulated side-effects of the preceding high growth which, 
indeed, produced uumerically splendid achievements." 


To remedy the economic problems, the new economic planner indicated that he will not 
depart from the recent stabilization policy to any great extent. 


In particular, he placed strong emphasis upon national consensus, saying that 
policy choices of the government as well as private corporations must be based on 
popular consensus. 








Above ail, Kim said bringing down the inflation rates further will be the first 
policy priority. 


As for the relationship between the government and business, he said he will try to 
let business circles understand the position of the government hetter.

[Editorial: "Lift of Restrictions"] 


[Text] Two decades-old restrictions vanished with the turn of the year. Beginning 
today, the nation enjoys a "longer night" as the 36-year-old curfew ended at mid- 
night yesterday. The new feelings of liberalization are magnified by the removal of 
requirements, much older than the abolished curfew, that secondary school students 
must wear uniforms and that boy students must keep their hair short--nearly down to 
the skin. 


The impact of these changes ruus deep because the people are now free from those 
once inhibiting shackles. The liberalization will see numerous changes taking place 
in our social life, since the measures dndicate a new openness, among other things. 
The end of these restrictions will undoubtedly reduce inconveniences and tensions on 
the part of the general public. At the same time, it is aimed at vitalizing the 
many productive aspects of our society through greater freedom in activities, and 
mobility. 


Another merit of the change will be creativeness. Uniformity and limitation have 
a way of keeping one stunted in mannerism. In the case of the students, the dis-- 
continuation of the restrictions on clothing and hair will enable them to develop 
their own identities through their choice of what to put on. The curfew-free night 
may give birth or rise to further ingenious businesses that could contribute to the 
national prosperity as a while. Indeed, these were the major consideration behind 


the lifting of the controls. 


Still, a basic notion behind the liberalization remains to be pondered. The rid- 
dance of the old curbs was possible only because our society has proven its stability. 
But how the liberalization is to fare will largely depend not only on continued 
stability but to what extent respect is shown for the rules through self-control. 

In other words, our responsibility to meet the new challenges will be essential to 
bringing about further openness that will enhance our society. 


The end of controls foresees new problems, and some people are concerned about their 
ramifications. For instance, the curfewless night is expected to require a con- 
siderable increase in the police force to beef up their nocturnal patrol. Public 
transit systems have to prolong their operations beyond midnight. On the part of 


ll 








parents of school children, the farewell to school uniforms will mean increased 
spending for students’ attire. Such negative offshoots of the liberalized policy 
should and can be coped with or even precluded by elevating our self-governance. 


It should be noted, above all, that the North Koreans will not relax their provoca- 
tive thrust toward the south with the end of the curfew. The situation, if anything, 
will likely turn out to the contrary. The exclusion of a number of counties from 
the application of the liberalized policy is a constant reminder of the continuing 
threat of North Korean infiltration into this republic for subversion. By no chance 
should the lift of the curfew result in diluting, let alone melting away, our alert- 
ness against the North Korean intent. 


Problems of a passing nature may well be expectable before the liberalized changes 
take root and provide a basis for further liberalizations. Such may be inevitable 


at the end of any controls. What truly counts will be whether we can minimize such 
problems and firm the basis for further lifting of restrictive measures. We cannot 
afford to fail in this important test.

ROK TO INCREASE PUBLIC OFFICIALS’ PAY 9 PERCENT

[Text] The monthly salaries of public officials will be raised by 9 percent on an 
average next year, it was announced yesterday. 


The planned pay hikes for officials are contained in a package of schemes for treat- 
ment of public servants, which was endorsed in a regular cabinet session in the 
capitol conference room yesterday. 


The pay hikes rates will range from 4.5 percent to 1l percent according to the class 
of the public servants and are highlighted by higher rates for those in low-echelon 


posts. 
The salary of the president will increase from 1,220,000 won to 1,275,000. 


The level of pay increases for top-class officials subject to political appointment 
will be from 971,000 won to 1,015,000 wom for the premier; from 724,000 won to 
757,000 won for the chairman of the board of audit and inspection and the deputy 
premier. 


The salaries of cabinet members will be raised from 667,000 won to 697,000 won while 
those of the Seoul city mayor, and the director of the Agency for National Security 
Planning will be the same. 


The salaries of National Assembly's secretary general and the standing members of the 
central election management committee will be raised from the current 667,000 won 

to 697,000 won according to the newly-set pay table revealed by the government 
administration ministry. 


In addition to increased salaries, the government will give 50,000 won in special 
allowances monthly to all third class officials from next January. Officials of the 
fourth class or lower with service of 10 years or more will be given up to 30,000 
won in special stipends. 


A plan is also being made to double the allowances given to exemplary officials. The 
government has also adopted a new system for the payment of salaries to officials 
under which all kinds of allowances given to officials are to be paid in the form of 
regular salaries. With the adoption of the new payment system, retirement money and 
bonuses given to officials will be considerably hiked next year.

[Text] Seoul, 6 Jan (YONHAP)--The Korean Government plans to reduce taxes on real 
estate and housing deals, and lower additional interest rates on bank loans and 
deposits, in an effort to envigorate the sluggish domestic economy as much 
sible without disturbing the current stabilization trend. 


The government also plans to give up its earlier 10-percent wage increase guideline 
for the whole of this year, and allow enterprises a free hand in adjusting rises in 
the wages of their employees within the framework of protecting workers’ real incomes. 


These and other comprehensive anti-recession measures were discussed Wednesday at 
the first conference of newly-appointed economic ministers including Deputy Premier- 
Economic Planning Minister Kim Chun-song. 


Sources close to the conference said that the package of pump-priming measures, 
expected to be formally announced shortly, also include a flexible supply of money 
which will not exceed the already planned 20 to 22-percent total money supply in- 
crease target for this year. 


Adritting the necessity of maintaining the current stabilization trend intact, 

t! sources said that it might be unavoidable for the new economic team to take 
overall anti-recession measures, in order not to betray the expectations of »eople 
from all walks of society for economic recovery. 


Measures designed to boost the real estate and housing businesses will include 
putting off for two more years the expiration in September this year of the collec- 
tion of flexible capital gains taxes on housing and other real estate deals, the 
doing away of the double registration taxation on housing constructors, and the 
reducing of interest rates on housing loans, from the current 15 percent to 10 per- 
cent, according to the sources. 


On the proposed reduction of interest rates on bank loans, the sources said that 

it would be impossible to lower the rates to 13 percent as requested by business 
enterprises, but it is certain that the government will reduce the rate additionally 
in the foresseable future, in accordance with the continued decline of real interest 
rates at private loan markets. The sources further said that the 10-ercent wage hike 
limit would be meaningless this year, because workers’ wages in real terms rose by 
17 to 18 percent last year despite a similar limitation.

COMMODITY PRICES IN 1981 'REMARKABLY' STABLE

[Text] The comsdity prices this year showed a remarkably stable trend as compared 
with last year's steep upsurge. Wholesale and consumer prices were up 11.8 and 
12.6 pereent, respectively. This annual inflation rate compared favorably with 
the 44.2 percent increase for wholesale prices and 34.6 for consumer prices re- 
gistered last year. 


The Economic Planning Board (EPB) officials said yesterday that the marked decrease 
was attributed primarily to small hikes in the prices of agro-fishery products, low 
domestic demand for manufactured goods and the stability in the prices of interna- 
tional raw materials. The EPB publishes its tally of consumer prices every month. 


In a companion report of the wholesale price movement, the Bank of Korea [BOK], how- 
ever ascribei the easing of the general commodity prices this year to the downward 
trend of international raw material prices including that of crude oil, as well as 
this year's good fail harvest and relative stability of exchange rates. 


Criginally, the government planned to curb this year's inflation rate at 20 to 25 
percent. Thus, this year's inflation figures of 11.8 and 12.6 were fer below the 
original target set by the sovernment. 


In the meantime, the December wholesale and coneumer price iadexes stood at 284.2 
and 281.5 respectively on a 1975 price level (100), a small rise of 1 point and 0.2 
points respectively over the previous month, according to the EPB and BOK reports. 
The BOK statistics showed that wholesale prices of agrafishery products climbed 
4.9 percent over that of last year while prices of manufactured goods rose 11.3 
percent, textiles goods 10.9 percent, timber products 5.6 percent, chemical prod- 
ucts 8.5 percent, oil derivatives 20.5 percent, machinery parts 14.1 percent, steel 
products by 5.9 percent. 


Consumer prices of grains rose an average of 3.1 percent over last year, manufac- 
tured goods 15.4 percent, fruits 21.1 percent, soft drinks 22.5 percent and meat 
27.1 percent. 


The EPB report revealed that the consumer prices of food products this year showed 


a smaller rate of increase than that of nonfood products registering an annual in- 
crease rate of 8.3 percent against a 16.6 percent increase in nonfood products.

MAJOR INDUSTRIES LIKELY TO BE SLUGGISH IN 1982

{Text! Except for the electronic, construction and cement sectors, the business 
climate in major industries is likely to remain unchanged this year. 


According to business sources, exports and domestic supply of merchandise are pre- 
dicted to increase somewhat this year in terms of quantity as compared with last year, 
thanks to a worldwide economic recovery and stabilization of domestic prices. 


However, normal recovery is expected to be difficult as the depressed atmosphere 
was too severe during the past years. 


Of 12 types of business, the sources said, the electronic, construction and cement 
businesses will show considerable growth this year due to a decline in excise tax 
rates and a favorable tone in construction business at home and abroad. 


They forecast that the automobile, steel, machinery and foodstuff industries would 
not be able to get out of the "stagnant tunnel” due to sluggish exports and dullness 
in domestic eupply. 


The shipbuilding industry, for which overseas orders have decreased since the latter 
half of last year, is in a tense situation, while the petrochemical industry depends 
on domestic oil prices. 


The success or failure of footwear and tires depend on improvements in quality and 
high-priced products, and exports of textile items are flexible and uncertain this 
year. 


The sources said however that the prospects for major industries would be good from 
the latter half of this year, noting that the economies of the advanced countries 
were in a stage of recovery. 


The international competitiveness of Korean products and profitability are closely 
related to the international interest rates and the U.S. dollar value. 


Electronic industry—-the domestic supply of household electronic appliances such as 


video tape recorders and amplifiers will increase sharply owing to decrease in 
excise taxes. 
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Exports of the United States will become better as the bank interest rates in the 
U.S. are declining. 


Exports to the EEC are also expected to be good. 

Construction—Various projects for the 1986 Asian Games and the 1988 Olympic Gewex 
in Seoul and the 10-year national land development plan will stimulate cosstcuction 
activities. The business climate in real estate will gradually become brisk from 
the latter half of this year. 


Cement-—-Demand for cement will increase considerably due to the recovery of construc- 
tion business at home and abroad. 


Textiles--Export will depend entirely on the markets of U.S., Japan and Eurepe. The 
competitiveness of the Korean cotton spinning and weaving industry has been strength- 
ened by the declining price of raw cotton. 

Footwear and tires--Korean exports reached $900 million last year, but an urgent 
problem is quality improvement and sales of high-prices goods and the development of 
high-priced sports shoes in preparation for the coming Olympic Games in Seoul. 


Automobiles--This year's demand is foreseen to hit more than 100,000 units.

ROK TO ASSURE ICAO OF TOKYO-BELJING ROUTES

[Text] The government is to confirm its readiness and willingness to the Interna- 
tional Civil Aviation Organization (ICAO) for the opening of flight routes betwen 
mainiand China and Japan or other nations via the Korea peninsula. 


Transportation Ministry sources said yesterday the government would give the assur- 
ance to Dr Assad Kotaite, president of the ICAO Council, who is to arrive in Seoul, 
January 11 at the invitation of the Transportation Minister Yu Cha-chung. 


While staying here for four days, Kotaite is scheduled to have a series of consulta- 
tions with Foreign Minister No Sing-yong, Minister Yu, and other senior government 
officials. 


Kotaite, who will be accompanied by P.M. Peralta, representative of the ICAO Far 
East office, visited North Korea and Beijing in November last year to discuss the 
matter of flight routes between Japan and China via the Korean peninsula. 


A highly-placed ministry source revealed that the talks betwen Kotaite and govern- 
ment officials would be focused on flight routes between Tokyo and Beijing over the 


Korean peninsual. 


The basic position of Seoul is to allow the opening of flight routes through the 
Korean flight information region based on the spirit of the open door foreign policy 
and on the principles of the ICAO, the source explained. 


The ICAO prepused in December 1980 a Tokyp-Seoul-—Beijing route for Japan Air Lines 
and a Beijing-Pyongyang-Tokyo route for China's National Aviation Corp. 


At present, Japanese and Chinese airliners fly over the area south of Cheju Island. 


If flight routes over Korea are opened, the flight time will be shortened by about 
one hour from the present four and a half hours to three and a half hours. In 
addition, flight fuel will be saved by about 25 percent. 


Kotaite is to fly to Tokyo and possibly to Beijing after his trip to Seoul to con- 
tinue negotiations with officials com:erned in the two nations based on the results 
of his discusdion here.

EDUCATION MINISTRY FLEXIBLE ON GRADUATE QUOTA 
SK290546 Seoul THE KOREA TIMES in English 29 Dec 81 pl 


[Text] Colleges and universities will be allowed to decide how many students they 
will admit in excess of graduation quotas on their own pssibly from 1983, as the 
Education Ministry will not insist on the standard rate of 30 percent of the quota. 


The ministry indicated its flexible position on the controversial graduation quota 
system, which is set to drop 30 percent of entrants before graduation, in a meeting 
of the heads of the 89 four-year colleges and 11 education colleges which it called 
yesterday. 


The ministry told the -articipants that they would be allowed to decide on the number 
of students to be admitted in excess of the graduation quotas, in other words those 
to be dropped before graduation, “depending on the particular situation” of each 
school. 


Detailed guidelines for the change in the enforcement of the graduation quota system 
will be announced early next year, the ministry told the meeting at the Sejong Cul- 
tural Center, presided over by Education Ministry Yi Kyu-ho. 


Te ministry made it clear that there would be no change in its basic position on 
‘ne graduation quota system, but the matter of having all schools recruit 130 per- 
sent of their respective quotas uniformly would be corrected. 


The higher education institutions will be able to recruit freshmen students within 
100 to 130 percent of their respective quotas considering the peculiarities of each 
school, it said. 


The ministry further revealed that the plan could be put into practice for those to 
be admitted in 1983, most probably. 


Under the graduation quota system which has been carried out for those admitted this 
year, schools have to eliminate the 30 percent surplus before graduation in order 
of academic records. 


The ministry originally asked the schools to eliminate 18 percent of the excess after 
one year's attendance while prohibiting schools from allowing more than 10 percent 
to advance to the senior class. 
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But the ministry retreated, allowing the individual schools to decide on the method 
of eliminating those in excess of the graduation quota, in the face of mounting 
calls from professors and students to revise it. 


During the meeting, the ministry also required the school heads to stipulate de- 
tailed ways of eliminating students with lower scores in the form of school regula- 
tions and strictly live up to then. 


The schools were further asked to set up “renovation committees for academic affairs" 
under the direct command of deans and presidents with a view to carrying out the 
graduation quota systen. 


However, the ministry urged the school heads not to let the surplus remain until 
graduation, though Minister Yi had indicated that schools would be allowed to do so 
earlier this month. 


Yi had said that less successful students in excess of graduation quotas would re- 
ceive certificates proving their completion of the four-year course instead of 
diplomas. 


The renovation co=™™=i‘tees at each school will be required to report the results of 
their self-assessments on major academic affairs including the graduation quota 
system to the ministry every semester, it said. 


The ministry warned that schools found negligent in carrying out the graduation 
quota system would not be eligible for finantial assistance or increase in enroll- 
ment quotas. 


On the matter of accepting students into sophomore and junior classes, the ministry 
told them that the schools would be able to accept students into sophomore classes 
within the framework of the graduation quota. 


But actually, there are few schools that have room to accept students from other 
schools for those to be subject to the graduation quota systes. 


Touching on the system of professors renomination, the Ministry urged the school 


operators to strictly live up to the regulations in the course of renominating 
those whose six-year terms of office will expire next spring.

[Text] It is now known that wives live longer than husbands. Among those who are 
15 or older, there are 215,000 widowers but almost eight times as many widows, 
1,677,000. Widowers remarry more often than widows, but the ratio of widows and 
widowers is about the same as it was 5 years ago. Men and women who live alone 
after divorce comprise 0.6 percent of the total population, which is about the same 
as in 1975 (0.5 percent). 


There are 88,000 unmarried divorced women but there are only 47,000 unmarried di- 
vorced men, reflecting the fact that the rate of remarriage for divorced men is 
much higher than that for divorced women. 


Among those who are 15 or older, there are 4,878,000 single women, reflecting the 
fact that there are more unamrried men than unmarried women (except for those at 
a marriageable age). 


Compared to 7,006,000 men with spouses, there are 7,243,000 women with spouses, 
showing a difference of 237,000. This difference is caused by the exclusion of 
men who are working overseas from the census. 


Those who are 6 or older and have finished or are attending primary schools amount 
to 86.7 percent of the total population, showing another increase over the 1975 
figure (84.4 percent). Owing to the compulsory education in primary schools, the 
illiteracy rate has been steadily declining since 1970. The Economic Planning 
Board has independently estimated the illiteracy rate at 5 to 5.5 percent, mostly 


among old people. 


Among those who are 15 or older, 20.1 percent have finished high school and 5.8 
percent have finished junior college or a higher level of education. Also, be- 
cause of the eagerness to attain higher education, the number of women with higher 
education increased greatly. Among those who finished junior college or a higher 
level of education, men showed an increase of 51.3 percent from the 1975 figure 
while women increased by 71 percent. 








The proverb “everyone goes to the city for [better] life” has been proven correct. 
Those who are living in a town or province different from their birthplace amount 
to 30.2 percent of the total. This shows greater mobility than the 1970 figure 
21 percent. 


Among those who live in Seoul, only 41.5 percent were born there, while the rest 
moved in from elsewhere. The largest part of the [nonnative] citizens of Seoul, 
10.2 percent of the city's population, came from neighboring province of Kyonggi- 
Do, 9.5 percent from Cholla-Namdo, 8.8 percent from Ch'ungch‘ong-Namdo, 6.7 percent 
from Kyongsang-Pukto, 6.6 percent from Cholla-Pukto, 4.2 percent from Ch'ungch'ong- 


Pukto, 3.7 percent from Kangwon-Do, 3.5 percent from Kyongsang-Namdo, 1.8 percent 
from Pusan, and 0.3 percent from Cheju-Do. 


In the case of Pusan, only 42.9 percent are natives, and most of the rest moved in 
from Kyongsang-Namdo (28.8 percent) and Kyongsang-Pukto (11.7 percent). 


Among those who are 5 or older, 22.9 percent have moved out of the districts, 
cities, and counties in which they were living 5 years ago, and 17.1 percent of 
those beyond the municipal and provincial boundaries of their former residence. 


Among the citizens of Seoul who are 12 or older, 52.2 percent (3,251,000) commute 
to their schools or work. North of the Han river, the commuters are concentrated 
in Chongno-Gu, Chung-Gu, and Yongsan-Gu, but south of the Han river they are con- 
centrated in Yongdungp’o-Gu. During the morning rush hour, there are 511,000 
people who commute from south of the river to the north (including those from the 
suburbs). There are 179,000 people who commute the other way. During the morning 
rush hour, there are a total of 690,000 people crossing the bridges over the Han 
river. 


Among the commuters, 168,000 commute out of the city limits, and 239,000 commute 
into the city from the outside. 


In Pusan, among those who are 12 or older, 51.4 percent commute. In Taegu, 51.7 
percent commute, 49.4 percent in Inch'on, and 51.4 percent in Kwangju, respective- 
ly, showing trends similar to those in Seoul. 


As of 1 Nov 1980, there were 7,968,000 households, an increase of 19.9 percent over 
the last 5 years. The average number of family members per household decreased 
from 5 to 4.6 persons, indicating steady progress toward a nuclear family. Families 
in rural areas (counties) have an average of 4.8 members, but those in urban areas 
(cities) have only 4.5 members. 


The average living space used by a family is 2.2 rooms, though 67.8 percent of all 
households use two or less rooms. There are 2,624,000 households that use only 
one room, amounting to 32.9 percent of the total. 


The larger the city there are more single-room households: 43.7 percent in Seoul; 
42.8 percent in Kyonggi-Do, which has many satellite cities; 40.9 percent in Pusan; 
and the fewest, 19.9 percent in Ch'ungch'’ong-Puckto. This is because there are 
more nuclear families and poor families near big cities. 
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On the other hand, there are 5,463,000 housing units, an increase of 13.4 percent 
from the corresponding figure 5 years ago. Of the units, 87.1 percent are single- 
unit houses, and 581,000 of them are communal units such as apartments and town- 
houses. The number of single-unit houses has increased by 7.3 perceut compared to 
5 years ago, while the number of communal units has increased by 106 percent. 


In urban areas, the number of housing units increased by 37.7 percent, but decreased 
by 1.7 percent in rural areas, because housing construction was concentrated in 
urban areas following the increasing move of rural people into urban areas. Al- 
though the number of housing units has increased greatly during the past 5 years, 
the number of households increased faster owing to the formation of nuclear fami- 
lies and other trends. The average number of housing units per 100 households de- 
creased from 75.6 units in 1975 to 72.3 units. 


However, the average size of a housing unit increased from 2.4 p'yong [1 p'yong = 
% fc2] 5 years ago to 2.8 p* yong per person. 


The average size of a house in the country is 19.3 p’yong, an increase of 1.8 

p’ yong from the figure of 5 years ago. Of the total number of houses, 38.5 percent 
have a floor area larger than 20 p’yong while in Seoul 53.9 percent are larger 
than 20 p'yong. Eleven percent of the total units are smaller than 10 p' yong, 

5.8 percent are larger than 40 p'yong, and 13.4 percent of the units in Seoul are 
larger than 40 p‘ yong. 


The national average for the lot size of a single-unit house is 66.7 p'yong, 44.3 
p*’ yong in urban areas and 81.9 p'yong in rural areas, because houses are built on 
larger lots in rural areas. In large cities, sost houses are built on lot sizes 

of 20 to 40 p* yong, 42.6 percent of the houses in Seoul and 36 percent of the houses 
in Pusan are also in this category. Only 4.1 percent of the houses are built on a 
lot larger than 100 p'yong in Seoul, 4.2 percent in Pusan, 33.4 percent in Cheju- 
Do, 34.3 percent in Cholla-Pukto, and 33.4 percent in Cholla-Nanmdo. 


The average nusber of rooms in each housing unit is 3.4, with more rooms for units 
ja urban arens. 


of the houses, 18.2 percent are equipped with kitchens designed for work when one 
is standing up [as opposed to the traditional design where one must squat down to 
cook], while 34.9 percent of units in urban areas compared to 3.9 percent in rural 
areas are of this type, iwth 49.8 percent of units in Seoul. 


Of the total housing enits, 18.2 percent are equipped with flush toilets, while 
54.8 percent in Seoul have flush toilets. 


Houses with bathing facilities (including cold bath water) comprise 22.4 percent 
of the total, but about one half of these (10.4 percent of the total) are equipped 
with heated bath water. In urban areas, 42.2 percent of the units have bath tubs. 
In Seoul, 54.5 percent of the units nave bath tubs. 


For heating, 41.8 percent of all housing units depend on coal briquette [yont'an] 
fireplace [to heat floors from the outside] and 14.1 percent depend on coal bri- 
quette boilers. In urban areas, 85.5 percent of the units use coal briquettes for 








heating and 11.2 percent use oil. 


In Seoul, houses that depend on oil for heating 


increased to 19 percent since there are many apartment buildings. Central heating 
is used by 11.1 percent of the housing units and 7.9 percent are equipped with 


single-unit boilers.

STUDENTS SURVEYED ON UNIFICATION, DEMOCRACY

[Text] Seoml, 28 Dec (YONHAP)--The majority of Korean youngsters seem not to be- 
lieve that the unification of their divided country will be realized in the foresee- 
able future and they favor a careful review of the future direction of Korean- 
Japanese relations. 


They list the establishment of democracy, the realization of a just society and the 
construction of a welfare state as the most important and urgent tasks the Korean 
Government should tackle. 


In a random sampling survey of some 9,150 college ani high-school students across 
the country, 57.2 percent of the respondents said that the pessibility of unifying 
Korea is becoming increasingly slim, and 21.2 percent predicted that unification 
would de realized in the remote future. 


While 15.4 percent of the surveyed students said that the country would not be uni- 
fied within at least 10 years, only 5.1 percent saw the unification as a posui- 
bility in the foreseeable future. 


The survey of young Korean people's views concerning unification, the international 
situation, national security, and education was conducted recently by the board of 
national unification. 


Asked about how unification ought to be realized, more than half (55 percent) of 
the respondents preferre. the “consolidating™ while 21.9 percent chose “exchanges 
and cooperation." 


The respondents were, however, divided over how to improve cooperative relations 
between Korea and the United States--33.1 percent choosing “cooperation for develop- 
ment" and 30.8 percent choosing “cooperation on a selective basis." 


With regard to Korean-Japanese relations, 63.2 percent of the surveyed students 
answered that a careful review should be made in the future of Korean-Japanese 
relations, and 23.2 percent said that bilateral relations between Seoul and Tokyo 
should be strengthened for the sake of national interests. 


Asked to select the important issues in the light of the current domestic political 
situation, the majority (77.7 percent) chose “national security," followed by 
"democracy" (20.7 percent) and “freedom" (20.2 percent). 
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Asked what should be done to strengthen national security, 37.8 percent supported 
“military buildups," followed by “economic and political democratization" (34.2 
percent) and “improved relations with non-hostile communist and nonaligned countries." 


Regarding what should be the government's priorities, 36.5 percent picked the "con- 
solidation of democracy," while 27.2 percent and 19.2 percent ddvocated the “estab- 
lishment of a just society" and the "construction of a welfare state," respectively. 


On how to make Korean society more democratic, nearly half (43.2 percent) opted for 
the “improvement of educational standards" of the people, followed by the “existence 
of intellectuals" (11.8 percent) and the people's “improved livelihood” (11.8 per- 
cent) and the “accumulation of political experience” (7.5 percent).

ROK DAILY CALLS FOR EXPANDED TIES WITH NONALIGNED

[Editorial: "Widening Diplomatic Horizon") 


[Text] The foreign relations of our government this year have been interspersed 
with both successes and reverses. A tentative balance sheet may be drawn with its 
credit side obviously heavier. All told, ground work has been laid for a sustained 
endeavor at full steam in the coming year. 


The turbulent year of 1981 was not a time for easy sailing for any country in the 
world. The precarious East-West detente bolstered by a steady balance of power and 
professed mutual interest in arms control is about to come to a grief with the failure 
of the Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty II and increasing expansionist military thrusts 
of the Soviet Union. 


Radical changes taking place in Iran, the continued worldwide economic recession 
due largely to rising oil prices, unsettling developments in the Middle East, con- 
frontation between the North and the South and growing divisiveness within the ranks 
of the Third World—-all these and other elements combined to complicate the state of 
the world. 


Viewed against this stormy backdrop of the international arena, our performance vie- 
a-vis other governments and nations may well be rated as fairly good. Especially, our 
alliance and friendship with the United States which forms the backbone of Seoul's 
entire external intercourse not only recovered from previous reverses but even took 
a step forward. The Korean-American summit early this year reaffirmed our bilateral 
commitment and partnership. The observance next year of the centennial of the open- 
ing of Korean-American diplomatic ties is believed to place them on a mature and 
equal plane. 


In contrast with the advance in Seoul-Washington relations, Korean-Japanese relations 
ran up against some snags over the issue of economic cooperation. it was unfortunate 
that the two neighbors failed to iron out the vital issue when they were to enter 
into a fresh epoch with new administrations installed in their respective capitals. 
The Seoul government is expected to redouble its exertions to reason with the Japan- 
ese to bring the matter to a successful conclusion, likely through a summitry. 
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One major task to be carried over from the current year into 1982 is to gain greater 
foothold in the Third World, particularly in the community of the nonaligned nations. 
The nonaligned summit slated in Baghdad next September will prove a turning point in 
the nonaligned movement in the absence of its senior champions. Naturally, the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs is determined to promote better relations with non- 
aligned countries in preparation for the Baghdad talks and to curb the propaganda 
maneuver of North Korea in the nonaligned circles. Toward that end invitations to 
seven nonaltgned heads of state to visit Seoul is considered. 


As a member of the Third World the Republic of Korea finds itself in greater need 
to step up its political, economic and cultural contact and exchange with its fel- 
lows in that group of nations. Accent to be placed on expanding ties with Southeast 
Asian countries through exchange of visits and other joint efforts envisioned during 
President Chon Tu-hwan's visit there last summer is also part of our overall search 
for more friends and partners. The whole populace and the government are now called 
upon to join in a vigorous (rive to widen our diplomatic horizon.

AMERICANS LIKE JAPAN, CHINA MORE THAN ROK

[Editorial: “Americans’ View of the ROK—-Although It Has Greatly Improved, We 
Should Ponder It"™] 


[Text] Greeting the 100th anniversary of the establishment of Korea-U.S. relations, 
we would like to review Americans’ view of the ROK. The result of public opinion 
research jointly conducted by the TONG-A ILBO newspaper and the Gallup Public Opin- 
ion Research Institute of the United States has proved that Americans’ view of the 
ROK is the most affirmative it has been since the establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions between Korea and the United States 100 years ago. 


It is true that Americans’ view of Korea has not been very bright over the past 

100 years. Im May 1882, when the United States signed a trade protection agreement 
with the Yi dynasty, it did not consider the Korean peninsula as an important trade 
partner. It merely regarded Korea as a way station for smoothly conducting trade 
with China and Japan. 


Following the signing of this trade agreement, the image of the Korean peninsula in 
the minds of the Americans was only of a country besieged by poverty, indolence and 
political instability. As a result, when Japan showed a desire for Korea, the 
United States recognized Japan's predominence over the Korean peninsula by signing 
the secret Taft-Katsura agreement. It willingly withdrew its legation from Korea 
10 days after the signing of the Ulsa protection agreement between the Yi dynasty 


and Japan. 


Beginning to show interest in the Korean peninsula when it smashed Japan in World 
War II, the United States set the 38th parallel to prevent the Soviet Union from ad- 
vancing to the south. Influenced by the postwar sentiment for peace and by a change 
in its strategic concept, the United States withdrew its forces deployed in South 
Korea without making any preparations, against resulting in the North Korean conm- 
munist forces’ invasion of South Korea, U.S. participation in the Korean war and 
tragic sacrifices. With the outbreak of the Korean war, the interest of Americans 
in Korea greatly increased. However, the image of Korea in their minds was still 
one of barrenness and starvation. 


Thirty years have elapsed since the Korean war. Now, the image of Koreans in the 
minds of Americans has greatly changed. Americans do not view Koreans as poor and 
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indojent. They view Koreans as diligent, frank, intelligent and creative. Those 
Koreans in the United States who have a high intellectual level have contributed to 
this image. However, the image is seen as representing Koreans generally in the 
United States. 


The improved U.S. opinion of the ROK has been supported by ROK economic successes. 
Americans believe that the ROK has developed economically and that it has bright 
prospects for economic development. Thirty percent of those who answered the ques- 
tionnaire said that they have bought Korean goods. Fifty percent of those who 
responded said that the quality of Korean products is good and that they are 
reasonably priced. 


In addition, the survey showed that the number of those demanding the withdrawal of 
U.S. forces from South Korea has decreased considerably. The number of people who 
opposed an armed U.S. commitment to South Korea in case of a contingency has de- 
creased to less than a majority. Last year, more than 50 percent of those who an- 
swered the questionnaire opposed an armed U.S. commitment. The recent survey 
showed that those opposing a U.S. commitment decreased to 47 percent. 


This shows that the Americans’ view of the ROK has changed. This means that, thanks 
to the improved educational level and economic growth in the ROK,/Americans do not 
view Koreans as war orphans. This is the result of the educational and economic 
development which our people have achieved during the past 30 years. At the same 
time, this shows that U.S. understanding of and interest in the ROK have increased. 


Yet, we should notice that one thing persists in the minds of Americans, unchanged 
for 100 years--that is, U.S. interests in regard to the ROK are not as great as its 
interests in regard to Japan and mainland China. The survey showed that 57 percent 
of Americans like the ROK, that 84 percent like Japan and that 73 percent like Red 
China. Americans have better feelings toward Japan and Red China than they do toward 
the ROK. This reminds us of the fact that, in establishing relations with the Yi 
dynasty, the United States viewed the Korean peninsula not as a trade partner but 

as a means to promote its trade with China and Japan. 


(. course, that Americans like Japan and Red China more than they do the ROK does 
not mean that their security awareness has been weakened. This has been shown by 
the fact that, while the number of those who oppose troop reductions in South Korea 
has decreased, there has been an increase in the number of those who demand that 
the present level of U.S. forces in South Korea be maintained. However, that the 
degree of Americans’ good feelings toward the ROK is low as compared with that 
toward Japan and Red China is a question which we should consider for relations be- 
tween the two countries on the occasion of greeting the 100th anniversary of the 
establishment of these relations.

ROK-JAPAN AGREE ON WORKING-LEVEL TALKS ON LOAN

[Text] Korea and Japan have agreed in principle to hold working-level talks in Seoul 
next week in preparation for the foreign ministers’ talks, it was learned yesterday. 
According to a diplomatic source, negotiations will begin next week to break the 
impasse concerning the Korean request for $6 billion in loans from Japan. 


The Japanese Government proposed to hold the talks in Seoul next week through diplo- 
matic channels to prepare for a meeting between Minister of Foreign Affairs No Sin- 
yong and his Japanese counterpart Yoshio Sakurauchi, he said. However, he said, 
negotiations are under way concerning who will be sent and what will be discussed 

at the meeting. 


The loan issue has been in stalemate since the Korea-Japan ministerial talks in 
Seoul last September. Seoul has sought a political solution of the issue while 
Tokyo's position has been to increase the amount of loans on an annual basis. 


Meanwhile, recent reports from Japan said that Akitane Kiuchi, director-general of 
Asian Affairs, will visit Seoul January 13-14 to convey the Japanese position on 
the loan request. They also said a Korea-Japan summit meeting can be realized only 
after a political settlement of the loan issue in the foreign ministers’ meeting. 


The two countries negotiated the economic-cooperatien involving the $6 billion 
loan, in a foreign ministers’ meeting in August and then the ministerial conference 
in September, but they failed to produce satisfactory outcomes. 

The two countries now are geared to resume negotiation with high hopes following 


the reshuffle of the Japanese cabinet in November and the Korean cabinet change 
Monday.

EXPORTS EXCEED 1981 TARGET-——Seoul, 30 Dec (YONHAP)-—-Korea'’s exports topped this 
year’s goal of 20.5 billion U.S. dollars as of Monday, according to statistics conm- 
piled by the Commerce-Industry Ministry Wednesday. The export total, amounting to 
20,608.16 million dollars as of December 28, represented an increase of 20.6 percent 
over that of the comparable period of last year. Ministry officials expect this 
year's exports to total 21 billion dollars or more. Korea's imports, meanwhile, 
totaled 25 billion dollars, up 15.5 percent from those of the comparable period of 
1980, as of Monday. The officials attributed the exceeding of this year's export 
target to a surge of textiles shipments to the Middle East and Southeast Asia during 
the first half of 1981 and increased exports of ships.

TRADE AGREEMENT WITH UGANDA--Uganda and the Democratic People's Republic of Korea

cultural machinery and implements, electric motors, transformers, electric 
appliances, iron and steel. It will also sell to Uganda various chemicals, 
textiles, pharmaceuticals, building materials and hardwares. The two nations 


have also agreed to arrange commercial fairs and exhibitions in each other's
